Minutes of the meetings held on October 27 and November 24 
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26 OCTOBER 1964 


The regular quarterly meeting of The Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o’clock. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the other members present 
being Messrs. Glover, Thom, Wilson, Finley and Gray. The Secretary, 

Assistant Secretary and Assistant Treasurers Mitchell and Parulski were 
also present. The Chairman of The Women’s Committee, Mrs. Denby, joined 
the meeting at 11:45 o’clock. 

The Chair stated that in the absence of objection and there 
being no corrections suggested, the minutes of the meeting of June 23, 

1964, be approved as written. 

The Treasurer then reported on the Operation of the Budget which 
indicated that the expenditures for the quarter were 75.77 percent, well 
in line with the percentage to be expected at this period. 

The Treasurer also presented a financial report on the operation 
of the Art School for the period September 1, 1963 through August 31, 1964, 
which shows an excess of receipts over expenditures of almost $14,000. A 
copy of the report is filed with the minutes of this meeting. 

The Treasurer also reported on the operation of the Summer School 
for 1964 and noted that the excess of receipts over disbursements had risen 
from approximately $9,000 in 1961 to approximately $14,500 in 1964. A copy 
of the report is filed with the minutes of this meeting. 

At this point Mr. Finley reported that, in accordance with his 
suggestion, he had instituted inquiries about the possible use of the old 
Corcoran Gallery for the Art School. Present indications are not encouraging 
but he is continuing the investigation. 

The Secretary (Director) then explained the situation existing in the 
Art School with respect to the compensation of the head of the Summer School 
and recommended that the sum of $250 be given Mr. Perlmutter in recognition 
of the excellent record the Summer School had made, but this was not to be 
considered as constituting a precedent. The memoranda relating to this 
action is filed with the minutes of this meeting. 

The need of additional assistance to the Registrar of the Art 
School was considered, and the sum of $4,000 was authorized towards the 
salary of a clerk-typist for the Art School. The Director brought up the 
question of the need of an Administrative Assistant to assist the Director 
and the Assistant Director of the Gallery. After discussion the Director 
was requested to make a recommendation and a provision to fit such a new 
employee into the budget. 
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Secretary to demonstrate to the Board the physical changes which would be 
made to provide adequate classroom facilities for the Art School to 
compensate for the space they would give up for The Gallery of Twentieth 
Century American Art, and also where the various Gallery services, which 
would also need to be relocated, would be placed. Each member of the Board 
was furnished with a floor plan with the changes indicated, and after dis¬ 
cussion and further explanation the Board approved of the changes recommended. 
It was stated that these changes had previously been approved by the acting 
head of the Art School. 

It was moved, seconded and passed that the approval of the final 
Deed of Gift be referred to the Executive Committee with power to act. The 

Chair stated that it was his intention to communicate with each member of 

the Board before final action was taken. 

The minutes of the September 30, 1964 meeting of the Committee on 

Works of Art and the Art School, as well as the reports of the Curator, 

Registrar and Art School, were approved and ordered placed on file. 

The loan of the watercolor Tiger , by Barye, to the Marion Koogler 
McNay Art Institute was authorized. 

The loan of sixteen paintings in the Gallery’s collection to the 
Government Employees Insurance Company, as itemized on the list filed with 
the minutes of this meeting, was authorized, subject to the usual conditions. 
The Secretary was instructed to advise Mr. Kreeger that the granting of this 
request was exceptional and due to Mr. Kreeger’s interest and help to the 
Gallery. 


At this point Mrs. Denby, the Chairman of The Women’s Committee, 
joined the meeting. 

Discussion ensued on the establishment of a Department of Education. 
The Chair stated the position taken by the Committee on Works of Art and the 
Board’s concern against over extending itself when it was faced with heavy 
expenditures with the proposed Gallery of Twentieth Century American Art. 

The Secretary proposed that the Board furnish The Women’s Committee 
with a list of projects from which The Women’s Committee might select one or 
more for accomplishment. 

The Women’s Committee’s proposal to provide the sum of $4,200 as a 
subsidy to defray the salary and fringe benefits of an Art School Librarian 
was accepted with the thanks of the Board. 

The Assistant Secretary read excerpts from the report of the 
Committee on the Building and Grounds which was accepted and ordered placed 
on file. 
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The Secretary read excerpts from the report of the Supervisor of 
Extension Services which showed substantial improvement in all departments, 
which was accepted and ordered placed on file. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted:

On motion made by Mr. Finley, and seconded by Mr. Gray, it was 
adopted that the previous resolution of the Board inviting the Chairman 
of The Women's Committee to attend all meetings of the Board be rescinded, 
and that instead the Chairman of The Women's Committee be invited to 
attend the Annual Meetings of the Board. 

The Chair reported briefly on the status of the bequest of instruments 
under the Will of the late Anna E. Clark. He stated that until the Gallery 
took physical possession of the instruments no decisions as to their use 
would be made. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees do hereby extend their 
sincere appreciation for the successful organization of the 1964 House Tour, 
under the direction of Mrs. Tompkins Parker, Chairman of the Committee for 
the Art Tour for The Women's Committee of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

The minutes of the meetings of The Women’s Committee of May 19 and 
September 22 are filed with the minutes of this meeting. 

There being no further business the meeting was adjourned at 
12:30 o'clock.

Done I son Hoopes, a copy of which is attached to the minutes of this 
meeting, 

Mr, Russo then explained to the Committee the plans to 
expand the facilities for teaching printmaking, welded sculpture and 
advertising design. These projects were approved subject to the 
securing of funds from charitable foundations to cover the costs 
1nvoIved, 


Mr, Russo called the attention of the Committee to the 
fact that the School had reached the peak enrollment possible with 
the presently available studio space. He stated that the School needs 
additional space not only for class rooms but for faculty conference 
rooms and offices for the departments. 

The Director reported that he had had two conversations with 
Heinz Warneke, the head of the Sculpture Department in the School, 
who reaches the statutory retirement age of seventy in June of 1965, 

He told the Committee that he had advised Mr, Warneke that the Board 
would retire him in accordance with the procedure established in the 
School with respect to employees reaching the retirement age. 

This Mr, Warneke said would be satisfactory to him. Your Committee 
however expressed some doubt as to the wisdom of this course and 
suggested that Mr, Warneke might be retained as an active member of 
the faculty at least for another year, 

Mr. Hamilton then explained to the Committee the 
developments regarding the establishment of a Department of Education 
under a grant offered by The Women's Committee, He stated that he had 
sent letters to each member of the Board seeking approval of the 
proposaI. 

There being no further business the meeting was adjourned at 
12:15 o'c lock,

The exhibition .Contemporary American Drawings , organized by members

The Japanese exhibition and its 
opening were mentioned in the three local papers on October I, 2, and 
4 and a most favorable review appeared in the New York Times on 
October 5. The November issue of Arts also had several reproductions 
and appropriate text. 
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ART:U SA was widely covered by all local news media from the time of 
its announced opening with television coverage added to the papers 
when the exhibition arrived at the Corcoran Gallery, two color 
stories in the major papers and complete coverage of the opening 
festivities.

In accordance with your instructions I submit herewith a report 
on the Gallery's present situation as I see it. 

During the last few weeks, a situation which was anticipated 
several years ago and called to the attention of the Trustees, has come to a 
head. I refer to the announced plane of the National Collection of Fine Arts 
to embark upon a revitalized and expanded program which would, when completed, 
make them in effect, if not in name. The National Gallery of American Art. 

This constitutes a vsry real threat to the Corcoran's future 
potentials for development. 

a. The NCFA will move into an attractive newly renovated building.

The Corcoran Gallery of Art does not now have a staff of equal 
size to that of the NCFA. Therefore, with its larger staff, the NCFA can* 

(1) provide better installation of its permanent collections 

(2) publish more special exhibition catalogues, handbooks, 
guides, bulletins, reproductions and post cards 

(3) hold more important special exhibitions 

(U) maintain closer contact with collectors, dealers, artists 

and others and thus be more apt to get gifts and bequests of 
paintings, or opportunities to buy and exhibit 

(5) carry out a program of serious scholarly work in American art 

Federal Funds will also make it possible for them to have all sorts 
of up-to-date equipment of all types. 

If Federal funds are made available for art purchases. The Corcoran 
Oallery of Art will be competing with yet another customer for the increasingly 
scarce works of art of quality. 

Thus the depth of the financial resources presumably available to 
the NCFA will make it extremely difficult for the CGA to compete on anything like equal 
terms. Given equal or even sixty percent as much financial backing, the CGA could 
acquit itself with honor. 

As to our present situation we are, as you well know, operating 
on a hand to nouth basis. We have, I believe, built up a reasonably favorable 
popular acceptance of the Corcoran as an institution of quality. We have struggled 
to accomplish this with a very small staff, a staff which has not been expanded to 
meet the increasing demands put upon it. Only thirty percent of our budget comes 
from invested income. The percentage should be the other way around. The staff 
is as a result so constantly employed in "making money" that only lip-service is 
given to the basic function of a museum, the study, publication, interpretation and 
care of its collections. As we operate we are actually more in the nature of an 
art center than a museum with a properly balanced program of research and activities. 
This has been done consciously as a necessary evil, but always with the hope that 
by pulling ourselves up by our boot straps we would get into a better situation. 
Inflation has negated this pipe dream. 

We have gotten more out of our small staff than we can reasonably 
expect. This has been in large part because the staff has felt it was working with 
reasonable progress and the hopes of greater progress towards a worthwhile goal - 
a museum of American art second to none. Activities have come before research on 
the collections to provide the funds to make the ultimate goal more immediate. If 
the staff feels that this goal is unattainable morale will drop - and the momentum 
which has so painfully been built up will slow down - for there will be slight in¬ 
centive to sustain initiative and the extra non-compe nested effort which has and 
is being expended.

It would seem to ms that a report from you or from m© to each 
Trustee should be sent out before the Annual Meeting so that the Trustees could 
give some prior thought to our problem and be prepared to initiate appropriate 
action. 

But in addition to this, there are other reasons for feeling 
disturbed about the Gallery and its future. These are: 

1. The uncertain status of the Halpert Oift. 

2. The failure to obtain additional support of persons interested 
in the Gallery at the Trustee level. 

3. The lack of progress in launching a large scale long range 
development program to provide endowment Income and needed 
facilities. 

U* The extreme difficlulty in finding replacement staff at the 
salary levels we can presently offer. 

5. The fact that almost all our operations have to be run on a 
basis of expediency - rather than on the merits of a given 
situation - which, of course, stems from the fact that we 
are understaffed and without sufficient funds to operate as 
we should. 

I do not see that there is any change possible in our objectives 
to become: a museum of American art second to none in the Nation's Capital. With¬ 
out much expenditure, building on a good basic collection, we have assembled a well- 
balanced collection of American art. 

Washington already has an unusually large number of art museums 
compared to most cities of equal sige, each of which, with few exceptions, has a 
distinctive and non-duplicating role. Our role has been fairly clear cut and dif¬ 
ferent from the others although it now comes in conflict with the National Collection 
of Fine Arts. It would be very wasteful for the Corcoran to scrap this collection 
and try to start out to assemble a collection of great diversity which would enable 
us to become a municipal museum - demonstrating the development of historic cultures. 
What other alternatives are there? I am convinced that any museum to be really 
effective has to be, or attempt to be, the best of its kind in some distinctive field. 
No one is interested in a museum in Washington which has no obviously important 
function and direction. 

Thus it appears to me that the Board must shortly examine the 
Gallery's present status and chart its future role with a cold and realistic aye 
and take strong action to assure the Gallery's future. It is not too late to take 
steps now - but procrastination could have serious consequences. 

Purely locally supported institutions such as The Children's 
Hospital, The Symphony, find it difficult to obtain operating funds.

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I see no reason to suppose that the Corcoran, if dependent only on local support, 
would do better. Therefore to get non-local support The Halpert Collection is 
vastly important. It also follows that in some way (as you have proposed, in fact) 
broader support on the general Trustee level is vitally needed. We need to have 
bound to our support important collectors and wealthy art-minded individuals from 
many sections of the country. Such names as Frank Altschul

come to mind. 

We need to have the present building carefully examined by an 
architect familiar with museum construction and to have a carefully thought out 
renovation program, mapped out in successive phases. 

We need to have a long range development program adopted to provide 
the funds we need. 

We should endeavor to obtain control and eventual possession of 
the rest of the land in our block. 

These are some of the obvious facts as I see them - and no doubt 

there are others.

THE CORCORAN SCHOOL OF ART 


QUARTERLY REPORT 
OCTOBER 1, - DECEMBER 31 , 1961; 

During the last quarter of the year many activities have taken place, 
an account of the most important follows in this report. 

1. The Executive Committee consisting of Department Heads has proven 
to be a valuable instrument in arriving at solutions on various ant school 
issues. It has strengthened the spirit of the faculty and has led to a 
more total harmonious operation of the school. Among such issues: it was 
agreed that we should request that the G.W.U. send all its art students to 
us for consultation before registering at the university. This will enable 
our staff to operate with maximum efficiency at home base, rather than being 
dispersed between the university and the art school as has been the case in 
the past. The university supplies us with only one seventh of our total 
enrollment, therefore, we feel our request is most realistic. CSA and G.W. 
registration will be simultaneous, i.e., two days, two evenings and one 
Saturday morning. 

2. Discussions from time to time with Professor Kline have clarified 
many issues relative to academic and studio ties, resulting in a closer 
rapport and better understanding of needs, as have faculty meetings to 
which Professor Kline has been invited. 

3. An art school exhibition program was set up utilizing the school 
gallery area and adjacent hallway for selected works ; the school library 
for the "Picture of the Week" featuring the best works from the painting 
classes in rotation; various hall areas to represent "work in progress" 
of all classes except Sculpture and Ceramics (to be exhibited separately 
at a later date). It was felt that this arrangement would offer all 
students mutual representation and the opportunity to observe work of 



various classes. 

I|.. The value of our structured courses is already evident by the 
attitude of the students and the quality of the work being accomplished. 

Not only do the students now find a logical progression in their work, but 
they can look forward to more advanced study at the school. The latter 
will tend to cut down on the number of transfers out of Corcoran to other 
schools, a condition which existed up to this time. Also, our instructors 
seem much more pleased with the new system in that it avoids much of the 
confusion and overlap which existed in the past* 

5. To insure that students taking structured courses will have places 
in the spring classes it was decided to have them make a deposit of $ 20.00 
per course at pre-registration time in January. 

6 . School spirit has reached a new high in the active concern of students 
to form a student council, and the formation of a basketball team, the latter 
of which has been realized with two victories to date in competition. The 
student party held during the Thanksgiving Holidays raised $55*00 which went 
toward supporting the basketball team, and the Ceramics Sale held in December 
has provided additional funds for purchase of a major Ceramics book for the 
library. The Christmas Party proved to be successful in that it prevented 
small classroom parties from developing which in the past sometimes got out 

of hand. 

7. A survey of the Saturday Classes indicates a total enrollment of 301. 
Increasing the tuition from $30.00 to $1^0.00 and $U5*00 and raising the age 
limit from 5 to 10 has proven effective in strengthening the teaching 
curriculum and improving these offerings. Also our Saturday Adult program 
has been effectively improved and the enrollment for adults is 8 I 4.3 for 
children 217 *as against 32 adults and 311 children in the first semester of 
last year* As a result of this deliberate decrease, we now have 17 teachers 



as against 22. We believe the financial situation of the Saturday School 
has improved. 

8. Due to the increased demands for our Design I course an additional 
morning section was scheduled with Joan Caryl appointed to teach it. 

Noche Crist has been appointed to teach our first course in Serigraphy 
planned to begin in the Spring of 1965. 

9. Faculty activities include a Gallery exhibition sponsored by Friends 

of Corcoran who arranged a splendid reception on the opening, October 26, 1961;. 
Many commented on the high quality and variety of work, particularly the 
Dean of the art school of the Pennsylvania State University. The Chairman 
of the Painting and Drawing Department had a one - man show of his work 
(The Washington Artists Series) in November at The Corcoran Gallery, during 
the opening of which he presented three major paintings to Admiral Paul 
De Poix representing the Navy. Mr. Harold Isen, instructor in Drawing, had 
a fine example of his ink and wash work represented in the Drawing Show at 
Corcoran in December sponsored by The Women‘s Committee. The Smithsonian 
Institute purchased one of his lithographs, 

10. Mario Cravo, professor and distinguished visiting artist from 
Bahia, Brazil was invited to give an informal gallery talk to a general student 
assembly in early November, the results of which were stimulating and inspiring 
to all. Subsequently a similar invitation was extended to Gregory Kepes 
to coincide with his planned Gallery talk in April, 1965. We continue to 
act as hosts to many artists visiting this country under the Leaders and 
Specialists program of the State Department. 


11. In general. The Art School is operating most successfully, and it is 
heartwarming to observe the harmony, vigor and dedication of students and

During the final quarter of 1964 the maintence staff 
was primarily involved with two major exhibitions: Contemporary 
Japanese Painting and ART:USA , The instal I at ion of these ex¬ 
hibitions took a considerable amount of time and effort to 
complete. In addition, three one man exhibitions £n the Wash¬ 
ington Artists Series were held (Lowell Nesbitt, Alexander Russo, 
and William Walton), Paintings for the 29th Biennial of 
Contemporary American Painting were received during late 
December, 


The electrical renovations being performed by Harrison 
Associates were begun on October 19, By mid December fifteen 
per cent of the work had been successfully completed* 

During October sixty reproductions were mounted and 
framed for use at the Gallery / s Sales Desk during the holiday season. 
The maintenance staff also applied sixteen cubic yards of crushed 
cinders to the rear parking lot. 

In November, fifteen gallons of roof mastic and sixty 
gallons of roof coating were applied to the roof over the school 
and the roof over the atrium balcony. There have been no major 
leaks since this work was completed. 

During this period there were two major concerts which 
required considerable attention in setting up stage, backdrop 
and chairs as well as numerous teas, lectures, and receptions.

Minutes of the Meeting 
October 27, 1964 


The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mrs. Denby, at 10:30 A.M. Present 
were Mesdames Barry, Block, Carey, Dudley, Faulkner, Flemming, Folger, Glenn, 
Halsey, Hendrick, Hensel, Jarman, Karrick, Lippitt, Littlehales, Macondray, 

Moorman, Phillips, Powell, Sarnoff, Simmons, Slidell, Stifel, Sweeterman, Todd, 
Virgin, Walsh, Wilson and Winslow. 

Director’s Report : Mr. Williams announced that the Faculty Show would be sponsored 
by the Friends of the Corcoran instead of the Women’s Committee this year. He 
then introduced Mr. Alexander Russo, Chairman of the Faculty of the Art School 
whom Mrs. Denby had invited to our meeting to tell of this year’s plans for the 
Art School. 

Mr. Russo mentioned various needs of the school which would first have to have 
the approval of the Trustees before help could be asked of the Women's Committee. 
Possibly to be considered were: 

Tools for a ceramics class - Approximately $30.00. 

Equipment for a welding course. 

Equipment for a print making department - Approximately $10,000. 

Equipment for a photo lab - Approximately $3,500. 

He also spoke of the possibility of changing the location of the school to another 
site as the present space is so limited that the number of students must be 
curtailed in the future if the school remains in its present quarters. 

Mrs. Denby expressed the deep interest of the Women’s Committee in the expansion 
of the school. 

The minutes were approved as circulated. 

Treasurer's Report : Mrs. Faulkner, assistant treasurer, had nothing new to report. 

Art Tour : Mrs. Parker, chairman, was unable to be present, however Mrs. Denby 
announced that the net in the clear from the very successful Art Tour was about 
$3,100. A note of thanks was proposed to Mrs. Parker for her fine organization 
in putting on the tour. Mrs. Folger added her thanks to the invitation committee, 
with excellent suggestions for next year's chairman. 

Lectures : Mrs. Simmons stated that 200 subscription seats have been sold — 
capacity for the series. 

Picture of the Month : Mrs. Slidell had no report, but reminded our new members 
that Mrs. Russell Quandt is a professional member of our committee and is avail¬ 
able to answer questions. 
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Art Committee : Mrs. Winslow reported that she and Mrs. Acheson had been to New 
York to select drawings for the Print Show opening December 1. She made a further 
suggestion that the Women's Committee consider giving a piece of American sculp¬ 
ture to the Gallery. 

Hospitality Chairman ; Mrs. Walsh thanked those who have assisted at the Preview 
Teas. 

Library : Mrs. Samoff opened a discussion concerning the hiring of a librarian, 
whose duties would also include some secretarial work for the Women's Committee. 
$4,200.00 was voted for this purpose. Mrs. Simmons further moved that at this 
price the person must be truly qualified. Motion carried. 

Ball : Mrs. Glenn reported that plans are well under way for the Ball which will 
officially open both the George L. K. Morris and the Childe Hassam exhibitions. 

Docents : Mrs. Powell, speaking in the absence of the chairman, Mrs. Hunnicutt, 
told of the fine lecture given by Mr. Madigan on the Japanese exhibition. 

She expressed the loss felt by the Docent Committee at the departure of Mr. 

Hoopes and made the suggestion that he be invited to return to give the Docent 
Training Lectures again next October to prepare the Docents for this next series. 

Mrs, Littlehales suggested that he be considered for one of the guest speakers 
in the next Wednesday Morning Lecture Series. 

Mrs. Jarman made a motion that a letter be written to Mr. Hoopes expressing the 
appreciation of the Women's Committee for his fine services. 

Following this, Mrs. Powell read a letter from Mr. Williams recently received by 
each of the Docents enumerating additional duties expected of them by the Gallery. 

Shocked by the tone of the letter, Mrs. Littlehales suggested an answer be sent 
by the chairman of the Docent Committee, Mrs. Hunnicutt, explaining why his 
suggestions are unworkable. 

Mrs. Carey asked that a copy of the letter, with Mrs. Hunnicutt*s answer, be sent 
to each Trustee. 

Mrs. Jarman stated that basic to the Docent Program is the training of the Docents 
for which the Gallery must be responsible. Next year the Docent Tours would be 
seriously endangered unless an Education Department is established. 

Further expression was made by Mrs. Walsh who feels our Women's Committee has put 
the Gallery "on the map." The Trustees have given Mr. Williams their assurance 
that they "back the management" but she expressed our discouragement in being 
turned down on our offer to establish an Education Department so necessary to 
keep the Corcoran alive. She feels there is a lack of -understanding between the 
Trustees and the Women's Committee. 
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Mrs, Flemming suggested that Mr. Hamilton be invited to speak at the next regular 
meeting of the Women's Committee to clarify to us what the Trustees and the 
management feel is our function in relation to the Gallery. This suggestion 
was put in the form of a motion by Mrs. Glenn. It was so ordered and passed 
that this discussion be held. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

Director’s Report : Mr. Williams noted the Benefit Opening of the ART USA show 
on December 29. The 9:30 P.M. black tie affair sponsored by the Associates will 
be highlighted by the music of the versatile artist and musician, Larry Rivers, 
and the Upper Bohemian Six. 

Mr. Williams commented favorably on the fine selection of drawings chosen for 
our Contemporary American Drawings show opening December 1. 

Mr. Williams called attention to the November 27 issue of Time with prints from 
the Halpert collection and the accompanying article concerning the plan for the 
collection of modern American art to be given to the Corcoran Gallery. 

Mrs. Denby*s announcement that our offer to establish an Educational Department 
has at last been accepted by the Board of Trustees drew enthusiastic applause.

She further noted that dues had not been received from some members. 

Art Tour : Mrs. Parker in her very full report thanked all who had helped put on 
this popular tour. The total of 754 tickets sold, plus donations, less expenses, 
netted $3>130 — about $600 less than last year. The difference may be explained 
by the cost of the tea being part of our expenses this year. Mrs. Parker stated 
she had received a letter expressing the appreciation of the Board of Trustees. 








Art Committee Report : Mrs. Amram expressed our appreciation of Mrs. Parker's 
fine chairmanship for the Art Tour and noted the Drawings show opening Dec. 1 
with a four to six o’clock preview. Mrs. Acheson and Mrs. Winslow were respon¬ 
sible for the selection of the 27 contemporary drawings brought from New York 
with two or three included from the Washington area. Mrs. Amram*s motion that 
the Art Committee be empowered to select a drawing from this show to be purchased 
for the Gallery out of our Art Purchase Fund was seconded by Mrs. Patterson. 

The vote carried. Mrs. Macondray expressed her feeling that this selection 
should be shown to the membership and steps be taken to see that it is hung. 

Mrs. Amram made a recommendation that the Gallery be encouraged to use American 
Contemporary Portraiture for one of the big shows. 

Picture of the Month : Mrs. Slidell called attention to the current picture 
''Still Life" by the contemporary American Gerald Murphy which is loaned by Mrs. 
Phillip Barry. 

Ball : Mrs. Glenn stated that plans are going smoothly and that it is hoped 
that a good title for the duo-collection of Childe Hassam and George L. K. 

Morris can be selected to highlight the Spring Ball. Mrs. Dominick is in charge 
of decorations. 

Hospitality : Mrs. Walsh reported on the Preview teas and said that all would 
be called upon to assist. 

PGcent Committee : Mrs. Hunnicutt reported on the letter sent to Mr. Williams, 
with copies to the Trustees and expressed the satisfaction felt by the Docent 
Committee with the arrangements now under way towards establishment of an 
Educational Department in the Gallery. 

Mrs. Dudley stated that the Docent Tours have been requested to be given the 
Foreign Service wives to prepare them for going abroad. 

Mrs. Dominick suggested that the plans for an Educational Department to be given 
by the Women’s Committee is newsworthy and should be brought before the public. 

Art School Committee : Mrs. Kelson reported that a qualified person is still to 
be hired as a librarian, with one person being presently considered. 

Mrs. Kelson also noted that a new exhibition from the Saturday Children’s 
Classes is now hung at the Family and Child Welfare Services. 

Mrs. Denby then brought up the question of our financial status. We now have a 
considerable amount in capital, plus our yearly income from money-making events. 

Mrs. Denby read a list of suggestions proposed in a letter from Mr. Williams, 
as to ways in which the Gallery would appreciate our assistance. Hone of these, 
however, appealed to the Women’s Committee and Mrs. Carmichael expressed the 
feeling that the Women’s Committee should not become involved with the fabric 
and upkeep of the building. 
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firs. Denby noted that our Bylaws, Article II, state that "The PURPOSE of the 
Women’s Committee shall be to cooperate with the Board of Trustees and the 
Directors of the Corcoran Gallery of Art in extending the activities and 
usefulness of the Gallery as a cultural and educational institution." 

Mrs. Walsh moved that the Bylaws, Article II, be re-affirmed and that no action 
be taken until a more worthwhile project is suggested. Mrs. Powell seconded 
this motion, and the vote carried. 

The question of funds is therefore postponed. The capital holding will remain 
in Savings and Loan. Our regular commitments are taken care of by the income 
from the Ball, Art Tour, Lecture Series, etc. 

Mrs. Denby announced the Executive Board’s decision to give $50*00 to the 
Gallery for Christmas decorations. 

Under new business, Mrs. Merrill presented a suggestion for a new benefit 
affair—a Tour de Decor as done in San Francisco by the Gallery of Modern Art, 
showing table arrangements perhaps of different countries of different 
occasions. This suggestion was thought to have some merit and would be given 
further consideration. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.
